Defer Raises 
For Principals 


Action on a proposed salary 
adjustment for elementary school 
principals has been delayed by 
the School Committee. 

Meeting Tuesday night, the 
Committee decided to consider 
the request for additional pay at 
budget thme. 

The principals now receive pay 
according to the teachers’ sche 
dule — $3,800 to $5,800 — plus 
$650 to $1,000 extra depending on 
the number of rooms in their 
school, 

They had asked for a schedule 
of $6,500 to $7,500, plus $50 for 
each room up to a maximum of 
20 rooms, 

Supt. Edward L Erickson told 
the Committee he has checked in 
several communities and finds that 
there is no general pattern of 
elementary principals’ pay. 

Member John Sullivan commented 
that the principals’ request, if 
granted, would give them nearly 
50 percent more money than 
teachers are getting. 

And Dr. Milton J. Meyers sug- 
gested that the entire supervisory 
and administrative salary setup 
should be considered, rather than 
just the pays of the elementary 
principals, It was noted that the 
principal at the Junior High re- 
ceives $6,700, with no extras and

Only 2% Tax 
Bills Are Paid 


Less than two percent of the tax 
bills had been paid through the 
end of August, according to Tax 
Collector James P. Christie. 

The collections amounted to a 
slim $357,038 out of $2,041,049 
due the town. 

Tax bills are to be paid by 
Oct. 1, and if they are not paid 
by Nov. |, interest is charged as 
of the Oct. deadline. 

Mr. Christie commented that 
some $800,000 was paid into his 
office in the final week last year, 
indicating that many persons 
delay their payments until the last 
minute, 

He also revealed that the town 
collection of excise taxes is very 
slow because the state has not 
sent out many bills. 

So far, only 3,774 bills have 
been received at the town hall so 
that they could be processed. The 
bills are figured by the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles and sent to the 
various cities and towns by that 
agency. 

There are over 5,000 more bills 
to come to Andover for collection, 
according to the tax collector,

Wise To Avoid Conflicts 


Conflicts in meeting dates and in public events by the 


many organizations have been growing in recent years, to 
the confusion of many and the concern of all who help 
plan and carry out the various programs. 

We've particularly noticed, through keeping a week-to- 
week calendar of coming events, that many activities that 
would appeal to the same people are often scheduled at 
the same time. 

The Library keeps a date book, established to prevent 
just this sort of occurance, And the ‘‘Coming Events’’ 
column in the Townsman can also serve the same purpose. 

It would be sensible for all organizations to get their 
regular meeting times listed in both the Library’s book 
and the Townsman’s column — and then check before 
planning a special event so that duplication can be a- 
voided as much as possible. 

Everyone’s cooperation is required to make this a 
success — but the results should be worthwhile. . . .by 
better attendance at meetings and at public activities 
which, after all, are usually offered by an organization 
with a view towards making money.
